EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

2. Claims 10-15 are directed to an allowable product. Pursuant to the procedures set forth in 
the Official Gazette notice dated March 26, 1996 (1 184 O.G. 86), claims 16-22, directed to the 
process of making or using the patentable product, previously withdrawn from consideration as a 
result of a restriction requirement, they are now subject to being rejoined. Process claims 16-22 
hereby rejoined and fully examined for patentability under 37 CFR 1.104. Claims 1-9, not 
directed to the process of making or using the patentable product, will not be rejoined. 

3. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1-9 to a 
process non-elected without traverse.
